This letter is a final response to your e-mail dated July 15, 2013 requesting information pursuant 
to the Freedom of Information Act (FOIA), 5 U.S.C. § 552. Your request has been assigned to 
the appropriate office within the Department to search for responsive records. You requested the 
following information: 

The Accessibility Standards Checklist (s) for Existing facilities (constructed prior to 1/26/92) 
currently utilized by the Department of Education, Office for Civil Rights (OCR) during 
Investigations into compliance with the regulatory requirements of the American With 
Disabilities Act of 1990 (ADA) with respect to the physical accessibility of Public Library 
facilities, programs and services. 

Enclosed is a CD containing 262 pages of documents responsive to your request. The documents 
provided are: 

• Letters of Findings, Resolutions, Agreements and Complaints. 

However, certain information has been withheld according to the FOIA exemption specified 
below:

These 
provisions require us to withhold the government's deliberative process privilege, inter 
alia , protecting records of pre-decisional internal communications reflecting the views or 
recommendations of agency employees in connection with the government policy or 
legal matters that are both pre-decisional and deliberative in nature. 
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• Personal information has been withheld under exemption (b)(7)(C) FOIA 5 U.S.C. 
§552(b)(7)(C) and Departmental regulation 34 CFR §5.71(a). Disclosure of this 
information would constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy. 
Information withheld pursuant to this exemption includes complainant names and other 
identifying information.
